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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 17-25) in the reply filed on 
12/20/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner has not 
established a prima facie case of serious burden of examination of the inventions of 
Groups I and III together. This is not found persuasive because the inventions of Group 
I and II each have a separate status in the art and clearly have a separate field of 
search, and the search required for Group I is not necessary required for Group II 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter as indicated in paragraph l-ll of 
previous Action, therefore restriction for examination is proper. In accordance with 
MPEP §803, the examiner has demonstrated that the inventions of Group I and II are 
each independent or distinct as claimed and a serious burden would be placed on the 
examiner as discussed above. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL . Thus, non elected claims 1-16 and 26-30 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 12/20/04. 
An Office Action on the merits of claims 17-25 as follows. 



Specification 
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2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is 
suggested: " Method for reducing socket warpage" or the like. 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 17-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

it is not clear as to what being claimed as "ambient conditions"(see claims 17, 
20, line 5, claim 23, line 7). Please clarify. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claims 17-25 as best under stood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mori et al (5,482,471). 

Mori et al disclose the method of the present application comprising: forming at 
least one groove 14 in a socket housing 10 contiguous to a surface mount region for an 
electrical device 40, inserting a rigid bar 50 into the groove 14 to thereby ensure that the 
surface mount region is flat and remains flat in varying ambient conditions (see Fig. 9, 
which depicts the above features). 

As applied to claim 18-19, refer to Mori's Fig. 9, which shows the groove is being 
a U shaped an the rigid bar is a thin piece of metal or a rod 50 or 52. 

Limitations of claims 20-25 are also satisfied as the above discussion. 

Further, It is noted that a rod as defined by dictionary as " A thin straight piece or 
bar of material, such as metal or wood, often having a particular function or use, as: a. A 
fishing rod. b. A piston rod. c. An often expandable horizontal bar, especially of metal, 
used to suspend household items such as curtains or towels, d. A leveling rod. e. A 
lightning rod. f. A divining rod. g. A measuring stick", therefore the interpretation of 
reference 50 or 52 of Mori et al is read on the claimed "a rigid rod" of the present 
application.
